The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: USP 6733645 
to CHOW describes electrokinetic biasing of analytes, but does not teach or suggest 
doing so in a sorption process or apparatus. CHOW's object is to prevent adsorption of 
analytes to flow vessel walls. The prior art of record fails to teach or to suggest 
electrokinetically biasing a contaminant in a flow field, or an electrokinetic biaser in a 
sorption apparatus or system.
